LOCATION 
Our gardens are located one half mile west of Route 
212; watch for turn at the north end of the Village 
of Pleasant Valley. Our sign posts will guide you when 
nearing Pleasant Valley from any direction. 


SHIPMENTS 
Bearded Iris may be planted anytime from early 
July until mid October. We will commence filling or- 
ders this year on July 7th and continue until October 
10th. The later you get them, the larger the rhizomes. 
Cultural directions sent with all orders. 


TERMS 
Cash with order please. No C.O.D. shipments. Mini- 
mum order is $3.00—which is sent by parcel post pre- 
paid to all points east of the Mississippi. If you live 
west of the Miss. River, kindly add 25¢ to help defray 
the greatly increased parcel post charges.

FALLS—the three downward petals. 

BEARD—the narrow band of short, hairlike growth 
formed in the center at base of falls. 

TEXTURE—sheen or finish of petals. 

SUBSTANCE—Thickness and durability of petals. 

PLICATA—An Iris with stitched or stippled margin 
color on white or yellow background. 

VARIEGATA—An Iris with yellow standards with deep- 
er colored falls, with either veined or solid tones 
of brown or purple. 

AMOENA—Iris with white standards, colored falls. 

BLEND—Combination of_various colors, one being yel- 
low. 

BICOLOR—two colors, light to medium standards, deep- 
er color in falls. 

SELF—An Iris of uniform color.

Introductions for 1953 
JOHN DOLMAN, JR. 


It is our sad duty to report the passing of John Dol- 
man, Jr., nationally known teacher, author, lecturer, 
artist and iris hybridizer. Death came as a result of a 
heart attack at his home in Swarthmore, Pa., on July 
9, 1952. We, all Iris lovers, and the American Iris 
Society indeed have lost a true friend and ardent 
worker. We shall miss him. Our pleasant association 
will long be remembered, since we are honored with 
the privilege of introducing all of his recent creations, 
registered, but as yet not introduced. It is our sincere 
hope that these lovely and worthy new varieties, rep- 
resenting many years of painstaking study and work 
on his part, may give much pleasure to the many new 
owners who will be growing them in their gardens in 
the years to come. This season we are introducing 


three of them: 
ELFIN LAKE 
(Bandmaster x Blue Rhythm) 


A lovely, late blooming light blue of great purity. The semi-flar- 
ing, smoothly textured blooms are carried on 37” finely branched 
stalks. It has received most favorable comment from critics in New 
England where it has been a guest Iris in several prominent 
gardens for past two years.
